Mr. Murphy was called Wednesday, the liith of July, and he confirmed 
that the committee did, in fact, have Mr. Fnegiay's resignation in 
writing and stated that all Scoutmaster mail should be directed to 
hin as Troop Chairman. 

"ith regard to the anonymous typed letter to Mr. Murphy in November, 1975 
Mo action was taken because the letter was unsigned and those older 
Scouts questioned by Mr. Murphy denied sending the ls"er. Mr. Murphy 
shared the letter with two additional committeemen in November and 
they ? greed to watch for any indication that allegations in the 
letter night have basis in truth. They s aw none and dismissed the 
letter as ? grudge note by some Scout no longer with the troop.
